Detective Dwyer. fell dead at 


Officers Open Fire, 


Policemen and deputy streriffs in the; 


court room drew revolvers and opened 
fire on McDonald, who returned the fire. 
Before the convicted man fell with half 
a dozen ‘bullets in Ris body,-he had shot 
Harvey V. Jones,. superintendent of po- 
lice, in the side; Deputy Sheriff Ira Well- 
man in the chin; Sylvester Doyle, court 
bailiff. in the leg, and a bystander in 
the side. 

The jurors jumped to their feet at 
the first shot. Judge J. 7. Walker, one 
of the attorneys, trie@,to stop. MecDon- 
ald, but ‘the only hindered. the officers, 
who were afraid of hitting him when 
they shot at McDonald. 

Panic in ©ourt Reom., ° 


Judge Crane, who presided at the 
trial, ran to the railing of the jury box, 
and spectators rushed out in confusion. 
Persons in offtceg below the court room 
heard the shots and rushed toward the 
upper floor, only to collide with the peo- 
ple leaving the court room. 

Some of the spectators to the shoot- 
ing said MoDonald’s brother also. fired 
at the officers. The officers are looking 
for the brother. 

McDonald was finally overwhelmed by 
officers and taken to a hospital. It is 
said that McDonald and the other 
wounded men wih recover. 

Many Buildings Dynamited. 

The events which culminated so trag- 
ically had their origin in dynamiting 
outrages that destroyed the Methodist 
ohurch and the general stores of Shickle 
& Johnston and J. W. Reese, of Sanford, 
on the night of February 21, 1907. Mc- 
Donald and James Scanlon were arrested 
the next day, charged with the crime. in 
a former trial the jury disagreed. Scan- 
lon has not been tried. 

McDonald had been permitted his Iib- 
erty during the trial. The police de- 
partment has been active in the case, 
and several officers were in court to 
hear the verdict,

Count Furious About Her Pro-

Paris, April 2.—Although Madame 
Anna Gould before her departure for 
the United States repeatedly denied to 
intimate friends that she had any in- 
tention of marrying Prince Helie de 
Sagan, the prince was a welcome guest 
at her city and country residence for 
months, and they often dined and went 
to the theater together. 

Madame Gould has always been re- 
garded as headstrong by her friends, 
and consequently they would not be 
astonished if she persisted in marrying 
the prince despite the-disastrous re- 
sults of her marriage to Count Boni Ge 
Castellane and the present opposition 
of her family. - ~ 

Count Boni de Castellane, who is a 
cousin of the ‘prince, is reported as 
being furious at the confirmation of his 
suspicjons, and the Paris newspapers 
naturally are having considerable fun 
over the idea .of Madame Gould's re- 
entry into the French aristocracy as 
the Princess de Sagan, “with a re- 
duced fortune of only $6,000,000 a 
year,” that sum being regarded as 
prodigous in France.

Town of Inrado on the Frontie! 
Reported Seized, 


REGARDED AS CASUS BELLI 


Panama Minister of Foreign Affairs 
Says If Report Is True, Isthmian 
Republic Will Take Steps 
To Repel Invaders. 


Panama, April 2.—Advicves received 
here this evening reported that Colom- 


bia troops On March 26 had invaded the 
town of Jurado, on the frontier of Pan- 
ama and Colombia, taking possession 
of the place, which has always been 
under Panama's jurisdiction. 

The advices stated that no resist- 
ance had been offered to, the Colom- 
bians, as Jurado was guarded by only 
five Panaman policemen. There is no 
telegraph communication between that 
town and Panama and confirmation of 
the report of its invasion by Colombian 
troops is not possible at present. 

Ricardo Arias, secretary of foreign 
affairs, said tonight regarding the re- 
port: 

“Our government would consider the 
occupation of Jurado by Colombia as a 
casus belli.’ 

On several previous occasions a sim- 
flar report regarding an invasion by 
Colombian troops had been circulated, 
and tonight, as on the other occasions, 
citizens of Panama expressed: indigna- 
tion, and declared their readiness to 
support the government in whatever 
action jit deemed necessary. 

A meeting will be held tomorrow, call- 
ed at the instance of the administra- 
tion. to decide upon what immediate 
steps are to be taken to dislodge the 
Colombiang from Jurado, if the report 
proves to be correct.

Georgia Railroad Agrees tp 
Pay $330,000, 


BONG LITIGATION IS ENDED 


Fight to Recover for State Was Be- 
gum by Former Attorney Gen- 
eral Boykin Wright, Who 
Assisted Attorney Gen- 
eral Hart in the Case. 


After a fight of six years, beginning 
jn 1902, during the administration of 
Governor Candler, and through the ef- 
forts of former Attorney General Boy- 
kin Wright and the present attorney 
general, John C. Hart, a compromise 
was reached yesterday in the back tax 
case against the Georgia Railroad 
Company for tax on 16,000 shares of 
Western of Alabama railway stock, the 
state being given a verdict which will 
bring into the treasury $335,000. 

The fight began under Attorney Gen- 
eral Boykin Wright, and was continued 
after his term of office by Attorney 
General Hart. The case has been 
thrashed out innumerable times in the 
superior courts, once in Judge New- 
man’s court, three times in the su- 
preme court of Georgia and twice in 
the supreme court of the United States. 
The state of Georgia has never been 
able to get the best of the fight until 
recently. 
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Under, the efforts of Attorne@? *éneral 
Hart and Boykin Wright, the Se was 
reopened in the superior court, JYadge 
Pendleton presiding, the present de- 
cree being reached without any trouble, 
without argument, and by a. compro- 
mise. 

History of the Case. 


Comptroller General Wright, upon as- 
certaining that the Georgia Railroad 
and Banking Company had had in its 
possession since the year 1882, 15,000 
shares of the Western Railway of Ala- 
bama, sued for this back tax. In the 
litigation all years prior to 1895, were 
eliminated. The statute of limitation 
only allowing the state to collect seven 
years back, the judgment was given 
from 1895 up to 1905. 

There were three claimants for the 
taxes, first the state, next the county 
of Richmond, and, third, the city of | 
Augusta. The state gets $80,225.43, the 
county of Richmond $/09,120.90, of 
which $38,010.37 goes to the board of 
education of that county, and the city 
of Augusta $145,653.67. This totals ex- 
actly $335,000. 

The city of Augusta and the county 

of Richmond obtain more than the 
state, due to the fact that their tax 
rates are higher. | 
The case was reopened upon a mo- 
tion of Judge Hart to amend the 
pleading of the state for the purpose 
of effecting due process, which the 
supreme court of the United States had 
denied. This motion was granted by 
Judge Pendleton. 
The Central of Georgia railway Is 
also involved in this decision, because 
it is an owner of Western Rallway 
of Alabama stock. It is thought it 
will contest the matter, and not ar- 
rive at a compromise. The case will 
undoubtedly be reopened against it. 


Judge Pendileton’s Decree, 


The decree of Judge Pendleton is as 
follows: 

“The court finds generally in‘ favor 
of the petitioner (the Georgia railroad) 
as to all taxes and claim of taxes for 
years prior to 1895, and decrees and 
adjudges the said Georgia Railroad and 
Banking Company is not indebted for 
state taxes in any sum for any of the 
years prior to 1895° on said stock. 
‘The court further finds and decrees 
that petitioner was owner of 15,000 
shares of Western of Alabama Rallway 
stock during each of the years 1895, 
1896, 1897, 1898, 1899, 1900, I90!, 1902, 
1903, 1904; that said stock was taxable 
during each of said years; that the 
rate of tax, the value of said stock and 
the amount of state tax due on said 
stock for each of said years was, and 
is, as follows:

THREATS TOBOLT ARE MADE 


Admirers of the Nebraskan Declare 
That Unless They Have Their 
Way They Will Walk Out of 
the Convention—Conven- 
tion Called to Order. 


St. Louis, Mo., April 2.—The Nebraska 
delegation, which is trying to procure 
a postponement of the populist national 
convention in the interest of W. J. 
Bryan, made no progress today, and 
neither did the convention except as to 
speeches. After two sessions were held, 
at the conclusion of which permanent 
organization had not been accom- 
plished, the convention adjourned yntil 
tomorrow. Admirers of Bryan will con- 
tiuue their efforts to have the conven- 
tion postponed until after the national 
democratic convéntion meets in Den- 
ver on July 7. 

The first contest came at the after- 
noon session. A. M. Walling, of Ne- 
braska, vigorously protested the man- 
ner in which members of the commit- 
tee on credentials were chosen. He 
that no man had any right to serve on 
thhat committee, or hold @& seat in the 
convention, unless. he could show 
proper credentials. Mr. Walling averred 
that there were many delegates self- 
appointed, having no credentials from 
any state or organization. ‘His pro- 
tests were fruitless, and he was voted 
down. 

But tthe Nebraska delegates are de- 
termined, and they say that they will 
bolt if.the convention attempts to place 
a ticket in the field at this time. Mr. 
Walling tonight said: 

“Nebraska is in earnest about this 
matter, and we shail bolt if the con- 
vention attempts to nominate Thomas 
E. Watson or anyone else. We are not 
alone, for we have assurances that Min- 
nesota, Georgia, and possibly Michigan 
and Kansas will walk out when 
we do,”’

CANNON MOVES 
ON PAPER TRUST 


“Uncle Joe” Wants Investiga- 
tion---Says Tariff Is Not 
Trouble. 


Washington, April 2.—Speaker Can- 
ron, as a member of the house, today 
introduced resolutions directing the at- 
torney general and the secretary of 
commerce and tapor to inform the 
house what steps have been taken by 
those departments to investigate the 
action of the Internatonal Paper Com- 
pany, of New York, and other corpora- 
tions supposed to be engaged in an ef- 
fort to create a monopoly in print 
paper. 

In reply to a question as to the pur- 


pose of the resolution, Speaker Cannon 
said: 


“The duty on print paper is 16 per 
cent ad valorem, and ‘has been the same 
Since 1800, under the McKinley law, the 
Wilson law and the Dingley law, cover- 
ing a period of eighteen years. It 1s 
claimed that the price has been ad- 
vanced within the last few months, 
largely more than equal to the duty. 

“The publishers of the United States, 
represented by Herman Ridder, claim 
that the manufacturers of wood pulp 
and print paper are, by agreement and 
conybination, even covering arrange- 
ments with Canadian manufacturers, 
arbitrarily limiting the production and 
adyanced the price of print paper. if 
the claim of the publishers is correct, 
the manufacturers of print paper are 
subject to penalty, and the trust can be 
dissolved and enjoined by proceedings 
in equity in any of the United States 
courts where they, or any of them, can 
be found. 

Advanced Price Not Due to Duty. 


“Mf the claim of the publishers is cor- 
rect, the advanced price is not’ due to 
the duty, but ‘results from, the illegal 
trust and combination. If this smat) 
duty were repealed it would not inter- 
fere with their {llegal trust agreement.” 

Later in the day Representative Champ 
Clark. of Missouri, denounced Speaker 
Cannon and the twelve republican mem- 
bers of the committee on ways and 
means for persisting in their refusal to 
bring in a bill placing wood puip and 
white print paper on the free jist. He 
said that the republican editors and 
publishers, ‘if they were worth the pow- 
der and shot-:to kill them,” would lash 
the speaker, Chairman Payne and tle 
other republicans of the committee. “It 
they don't do it,” he exclaimed, ‘‘they 
ought to hold their peace and vote for 
us in November.”

Governor Delivers Two Addresses in 
South Georgia City Before Large 
Crowds — Defends Adminis- 
tration and Goes Fully 
Into the Unopened 
Letter Episode, 


Waycross, Ga., April 2.—(Special.)— 
The main feature of Governor Smith’s 
address here this morning was his 
Statement in reference to the famous 
letter sent him by ex-Railroad Com- 
missiorier Brown. 

He emphasized the fact that he con- 
sidereg the letter that he did not open 
@ threat, and that his dismissa! of Mr. 
Brown was due solely to this fact. 

In speaking of this, Governor Smith 
said: 


The criticism hag been made by some that 
I improperly removed Joseph M. Brown from 
the office of railroad commissioner and the 
people are entitled to the facts with refer- 
ence to this subject. It is unnecessary for 
me to state that | did not approve his course 
as railroad commissioner. 

Just before my inauguration the railroad 
commission reduced passenger rates. Mr. 
Brown dissented from the decisfon of Messrs. 
Hill and Stevens. He filed an elaborate paper 
embodying his dissent. He advocated some- 
thing which he called the ‘‘zone system.’’ 
His pamphiet was distributed from Louisviile, 
and it hag been estimated that 20! copies 
of it were sent by the railroads throughout 
the state for the purpose of breaking down 
the action of the commission. The time fixed 
in the order reducing the passenger rates for 
the reduced rates to go into effect was Sep: 
tember 1. 

After the iegisiature adjourned about the 
middie of August we were at once confronted 
with the problem of whether we could sustain 
the reduced ratos against the attack the rail- 
road companieg were about to make upon 
them in the courts. The state was entitied 
to have the support of the fall board of com- 
missioners in this litigation in perfect har- 
mony 

I knew that it was to the interest of the 
state to remove Mr. Brown and have the im- 
mediate services of Mr. McLendon, but I 
hésttated about taking action because Mr. 
Brown's time of service was then so short 
and becauee I had not removed him before 
the legislature adjourned.

On the 20th of August I received a letter. 
It came mysteriously to me in an envelope 
with the name of Hoke Smith and H. C. 
Peeples, Atlanta, Ga., printed on the front 
of the envelope. It was marked ‘‘Persona!) and 
Confidential.'’ Across the seal was written 
‘Personal,’ with the words in pencil, ‘Old 
envelope used over.’' It wag a curious docu- 
ment, peculiar in its get-up and attracted 
my attention Inside of this envelope I found 
a second sealed envelope marked ‘‘Personal 

d Confidential,’’ thorough!y underscored.

What 4id this mean’? A railroad commis- 
sioner two or three doors off from the gover- 
nor'’s office sent the governor these docu- 
ments in the most secret manner. 

The contents of the inner envelope were to 
be seen by no one but the governor him- 
self. Great caution was used to accomplish 
this result. 
‘ The commissioner had written many un- 
Pleasant letters about the governor during 
the governor's race, but now the commis- 
sioner furnishes the governor for his eyes 
, alone the material for a new card so offen- 
sive that the commissioner had refrained in 
the pest from publishing It. 

He put the governor on notice that he 
could publish something intensely offensive. 
He put the governor on notice of this fact in 
the most secretive mannet, no man to know 
the contents of this offenstve card except the 
governor himself.

passed by any in the land. 

in disqussing the issues of the cam- 
paign, the governor said: 

The issues of the last campaign can be dil- 
vided under three heads. 

First. The passage and enforcement of 
legislation to protect the state of Georgia per- 
manenitiy against the danger of votes of ig- 
norant and ‘purchasable negroes. 

Fecond. The passage and enforcement of 
legislation to enforce the rights of the people 
where the duties of railroad and public utility 
companies are involved. 

Third. The passage and enforcement of 
legisiation to protect the people from machine 
methods in politics and the use of money at 
the ballot box. 

Fourth. The development of the educational 
institutiong of the state. * 

In addition to these four distinctive provi- 
sions the platform adopted at Macon declared 
in favor of preventing the shipment of liquor 
into counties that had voted for prohtbition. 
I told the people I Was a local optionist, but 
I would vote against the sale in my own 
county and if the legislature passed a prohi- 
bition bill I would approve it. The iegisla- 
ture not only forbade the shipment of liquor 
from counties in which the sale was permit- 
ted into counties where the sale was. pro- 
hibited, but went further and prohibited the 
sale in the state. I] have contributed all that 
the governor could to enforce this law. I 
believe it should have a fair trial and .agita- 
tion now for its repeal is unwise. That it 
can be improved I do not doubt, but I be- 
lieve the work of perfecting the bill should. be 
at the tnstance of those who favor prohibi- 
tion and not those who wish to repeal the 
legislation. : 

Mr. Smith claimed that the charge 
that his campaign pledges had not 
been fulfilled were false, citing the 
fact that the disfranchisement bill had 
been passed, the railroad commission 
increased in numbers and power, and 
passenger rates reduced. 

He stated that he had never crit- 
icized a primary called as early as 
June, -saying that he had objected to 
the effort to call the primary in Aprt] 
or earlier. He called upon the legisla- 
ture to so change the time of elections 
or the time of the session of the legis- 
lature as to leave a period between 
the adjournment of the second session 
of the legislature and the date of 


election. ! 

He also favored in his speech a bill 
to strengthen our laws on the subject 
of spending money in elections. 

In speaking of the payment of pen- 
sions, he said that if the penstoners 
wanted their pensions in one lump 
sum, then it was necessary that the 
governor .be allowed to borrow more 
money than is now permitted.

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EXPERT ASKED FOR GEORGIA 


Griggs Wants More Money for the 
Bureau of Soils, and Desires a 
Government Expert for 
Work in Georgia All 
the Year.

Washington, Apri] 2.—(Special.)—If the 
house finally adopts the agricultural ap- 
propriation bill in the form in which it 
is reported from the committee of the 
whole house, and the senate does like- 
wise, a member of the bureau of soil 
surveys will be detafled for work in 
Georgia practically the year round. 

When the section providing for the 
maintenance of the Bureau of soils came 
up fer discussion, an amendment was 
proposed increasing by $163,000 the com- 
mittee’s recgmméndation, so as to make 
available $367,000 next year for s01l 
surveys. 

The speech of Judge J. M. Griggs, of 
Georgia, in support of the increase was 
one of the most humorous and higihly 
appreciated contributions to routine de- 


‘bates heard in.the house this. session: | 
It largely added in routing the oppo-| 
sition and securing the larger appropri- | 
ation, * 

The bureau of solls is charged with; 
making investigations into the relation 
of soils to climate and plants of al! 
kinds. The experts pursue these in- 
vestigations in the field and laboratory 
and make. colored charts of the country 


examined, showing the composition of 
its soil and its adaptation to various 
kinds of farming. A special study has 
been made of tobacco soils and will con- 
tinue. It was pointed out that the rev- 
enue received by the government from 
the duty on tobacco in Alabama and 


south Geergia more than repaid the ex- 
pense of making the Soil surveys of. 
these sections which revealed the fact! 
that, the soil and climate was favorable 
to tobacco growing. 

Stimulus to Scientific Agriculture. 


It Was urged that this project was an 
aid to scientific agriculture, was in line 
with the school training in agriculture) 
now being given and was calculated 
to make the boys and girls on the farny 
love. their work better and derive from 
it increasing profits. 

President Roosevelt was quoted as hav- 
ing written the following letter last Oc- 
tober to a eonvention held in New York 
state to ¢onsider means of improving 
farming conditions: 

‘There must be a far more careful 
and scientific study than in the past 
of the adaptation of soils to crops so 
that unprofitable crops may be elimi- 
nated and the others extended in such 
fashion as way be. suited to the widely 
varying climatic and sofl conditions of 
thig state. There must be an extension 
of animal husbandry and adaptation ort 
breeds of animals to suit soils, climate, 
and topography; and a careful study of 
manurial and fertilizing requirements of 
the soils must be made.’’ 

In the course of the debate various 
members of the agricultural committee 
spoke in favor of.leaving the appropria- 
tion at $204,000, the figure adopted by 
the committee for the past few years. 
In urging this view of the case, Repre- 
sentative Lamb, of Virginia, stated he 
thought the appropriation very liberal 
and added that the amount shad gone up 
by leaps and bounds. He said: 

“In 1896 this appropriation was 
$15,000; in 1898 it was $15,000; in i900 
$109,000; in 1903 to $165,000; in 1905 to, 
$109,000; in 1903 to $169,000; in 195 to 
214,000. In 1906 it was $204,000. We 
have given. them this year $204,000, 
which in the mature and well-consid- 
ered judgment of the committee they 
deem to be a sufficient amount for the 
bureau “of soils.”’

; Still further advance toward ring-rule 


has now been -made. 

Henceforth, our time-honored system 
of recegnizing within the state, the 
county, as a political unit—just as the 


different states are recognized as po- 


litical units in the federal system—is 
to be virtually wiped out and the state 
is to be governed, as a whole. 

Why is this done? To give con- 
frolling power to the large cities. 

Under the hew rule, just adopted by 
the democratic executive committee, 
whoever gets the most votes in the 
whole state will be the nominee for 
governor. Heretofore, the candidate 
who was the choice of the majority of 


‘delegates chosen by the.counties be- 


came the nominee. 

You can see at once what a revolu- 
tion will be worked by the new rule. 

Every one of the four principal cities 
is controlle@ by a: local 
ring. Under the new plan adapted by 
the democratic committee, the bosses 
who control these city rings will rule 
the state of Georgia. 

Country counties will be shorn of 
their strength. Rural communities will 
be dwarfed into political insignificance. 
The centers of population will be able 
to dictate to the agricultural] classes. 
The’ ward-heeler: will gain an immense 
increase of importance and the average 
farmer will have less weight in state 
affairs than ever. 

If the principle which the democratic 
bosses have applied to Georgia were 
adopted nationally, the bum vote of the 
city of New York could dictate laws 
to any southern state, excepting Texas; 
and a northern state, like Pennsylvania, 
could outvote any group of states of 

he south. 

To prevent such a calamitous and un- 
things, the 
state unit is recognized in the consti- 
tution of the United States. 

To preserve home rule—local_ self- 
government in its true sense——the 
county unit is recognized in the consti- 
tution of the state of Georgia. 

The new rule of the democratic com- 
mittee revolutionizes a time-honored 
system and virtually sets aside the 
highest law of the land. 

The campaign of !906 was waged 
against ring rule. It seems that we 
have jumped from a moderate-sized : 
frying pan into the biggest kind of fire. 
We .have never known, in Georgia, 
such a despotism of a.few ringsters as 
we are going to have under the new 
rules adopted by the democratic ex- 
ecutive committee.

History of the Bill. 


The history of the child labor law is 
a very interesting one, and shows how 
earnestly ’and zealously Mr. Bell work- 
ed for it. 

Mr. Bell was elected to the legisia- 
ture April 20, 1904, at the age of 24, 
and with the purpose of offering a bill 
prohibiting the working of little chil- 
dren in the cotton mills of the state 
of Georgia. The bill was offered the 
second day of the session of |905, and, 
after a hard fight lasting two ddys, the 
dill passed the house of representa- 
tives by a vote of [02 to 67. The bill 
was transmitted to the senate, and was 
defeated by a vote of 23 to !7. For 
the first time itn its history the bill 
passed the lower house. 

In 1906 the bill was again offered by 
its author, and twenty-three Senators 
signified their intentions of being itn 
favor of the child labor measure As 
each term of the legislature is com- 
posed of two sessions, when one bill 
has had its day of discussion and pas- 
gage or defeat in ome of the upper or 
lower houses, a similar measure offer- 
ed at-a following session rarely.

and adopt the report of the committee. 
Five or six friends of the bill were 
selected immediately to take the fioor, 
one foliowitng the other, to speak on 
the adoption of the report, and before 
the opposition could be heard, bv pre- 
arrangement the previous question was 
ealied for and debate was shut off. thus 
appearing to make it the unanimous 
consent of the house that the bill was 
to come up, the enemies of the meas- 
ure were put to fright and the vote on 
the report stood 90 to !0. 

A special hearing was thus granted 
on about July 25. Amendment after 
amendment was offered, some with the 
purpose, as the author avowed on the 
floor of the house, to kill the bill, and 
others for other purposes which the 
authors thought would benefit the 
original Bell bill. 


Fought Every Amendment. 


Reconsidered. 


The author, however. of the original 
bill fought each and every amendment, 
some upon one ground and others upon 
others, but the main objection was to 
the effect that twenty-three of the sen- 
ators, which: number was a constitu- 
tional majority-of that body, had 
agreed and were honor bound to sup- 
port the measure just as it stood, and 
that anv alteration, the dotting of an 
‘!” or the crossing of a “t.” might 
reverse one vote, which would cause 
the bill to be lost. 

Each and eyery amendment was de- 
feated, and the bill went to the senate 
just as the author had. originally of- 
fered it. It received, practically, a 
unanimous vote, which was 1!25 to 2, 
the fight of fits enemies having been 
lost by the defeat of their amend- 
ments, and they gave up hope. An at- 
tempt to defeat the bill was made in 
the committee room of the senate, and 
by a close majority won, the vote being 
cast by Senator Bunn, who was chair- 
man of the committee, saving the bill! 
from alteration. 

After the bill had passed the com- 
mittee, and al! of the amendments hav- 
ing been refected, {t reached the sen- 
ate, and was passed unanimously.

The new elections will take 
piace on July |, and the rfew diet will 
meet on August |. It was decided also 
not to accept the resignation of the 
Senate. A ukase regarding the dis- 
solution is now being drafted.

Manager W. H. Glenn, of the street 
railway department of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company, an- 
nounced yesterday that tomorrow morn- 
ing an important change would be 
made in the route of Bast Point, Col- 
lege Park and Hapewille cars.

GRIFFIN LEAVES POSITION 
| AND BEAVER SUCCEEDS 


| Change of Management of the Stone | 


Mountain University 
School. 


On account of a physical and mental 
breakdown, Professor W. B. Griffin, the 
well-known educator, has been forced 

| to resign the presidency of University 

School for Boys at Stone Mountain, 
| Ga. This action will come as @ sur- 
prise to his many friends, but: he and 
'his physicians have known for some 
| time that a complete abandonment of 
educational work was necesSary. Only 
recently, however, hag his condition be- 
' come such as to demand his immediate 
retirement, and he left yesterday, ac- 
companied by his brother, for a sani- 
tarium in the east. 

Professor Griffin’s retirement will in 
no wise affect the policy of the school, 
its ideals, as Professor Sandy Beaver, 
who has been connected with the 
school almost since its beginning, and 
to whom in a large measure its suc- 
cess is due, has been chosen president, 
and will immediately assume his new 
duties. 

Professor Beaver needs no introduc- 
tion to people of Georgia. Since grad- 
uating from the University of Georgia, 
in 1908, Mr. Beaver has devoted him- 
self exclusively to preparatory work, 
in which he has been eminently suc- 
cessful. He enters upon his new duties 
with the enthusiastic support of 
patrons and friends of the school. 

In this connection it is pleasing to 
note that the advancement of educa- 
tional interests in this Httle town of 
Stone Mountain has been almost phe- 
nomenal. The University school, of 
which Professor Beaver now assumes 
active charge, ts well recognized as 
one of the foremost preparatory schools 
in Georgia, and the completion of the 
magnificent rock structure for the 
Stone Mountain public school is.a step 
in advancement in the educational line 
which far surpasses most of the com- 
munities itn Georgia. The building 
erected there and equipped with most 
modern and up-to-date furnishings 
would do credit to any town in Geor- 
gia of many times its size. 

It is proposed at an early date to 
have a formal opening,and dedication 
of this new school building, at which 
an educational rally will be had, and 
among the prominent speakers who 
will address the assembly will be Hon. 
Luther Z. Rosser, chairman of the 
board of education of the city of At- 
lanta; Professor M. lL. Brittain, county 
school commissioner of Fulton county; 
Judge John T. Pendleton, judge of the 
superior court of Fulton county. 

Much credit is due to the board of 
education in Stone Mountain for its 
commendable record of achievement. 
There is now enrolled in their school 
about two hundred scholars. The board 
of education is composed of the fol- 
lowing: Colonel J. E. McClelland, 
chairman; John F. McCurdy, vice 
chairman; I. L. Teat, W. E. Tugglie and 
J. A. Waldrop, and credit is also due 
to one of the most enthusiastic sup- 
porters of the school, and who was a 
member of the building committee, 
who successfully carried to completion 
this magnificent rock structure, in the 
person of Colonel L. F: McClelland. 

The business interests there have 
taken on new life, and, in addition to 
its usual prosperity, there has been 
added the contract for the building of 
the new Atlanta postoffice, which is to 
be built of granite, which now makes 
the little town a veritable beehive.
